SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

Ms. Lew gave the Office authorization to amend claim 1 to 1) recite that the immunoglobulin is unknown in step a); 2) change the 
term "association" to -binding- in step c); 3) recite that the signal is indicative of "stable binding activity" and change "an" to —the— 
intracellular environment in step d); and then to insert -and isolating those immunoglobulins that stably bind to the target- after the 
term "environment" in the last line, in an Examiner's Amendment. Ms. Lew also gave the Office authorization to amend claim 15 to 
recite -wherein those immunoglobulins which rise to a signal are isolated—; amend claim 16 to change the term "selected" to — 
isolated-, and to cancel withdrawn claim 18 in the Examiner's Amendment.
